I have replied to your inquiry by telegraph of yesterday to 
the effect that it is desired that nineteen hundred bisucend 
(1,900,000) silver dollars be coined during the months of May 
and June, each. 

I am at a loss to understand why it was necessary to Sup- 
-plement my telegram of yesterday, which seems to me sufficiently 
explicit, as in no case should I have considered it necessary to 
telegraph you had it been contemplated to reduce the coinage to 
about half of your ordinary quota. 

Our coinage of silver dollars for the year 1s short, ehiefly 
on account of your failure to make up for the short coinage in 
July last. 

If it is undertaken to turn out 1,900,000 Silver dollars for 
the present and following months, it is important that there 


should be no failure, as otherwise the coinage of the silver 


dollar would fall below the requirement of law. 
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In case there is any doubt about your ability to accomplish 
what is now desired I wish to be frankly informed, so that the 
deficiency may be made up by coining at San Francisco,

Our coinage of silver dollars for the year is short, chiefly on account of your failure to 
make up for the short coinage in July last.

In case there is any doubt about your ability to accomplish what is now desired I wish to 
be frankly informed, so that the deficiency may be made up by coining at San Francisco.
